M. GaUois is one of the senior geographers of France. Since 1904 he has occupied 
one of the chairs of geography at the University of Paris. His earlier work was 
in the field of historical geography, in which domain " Les Geographes AUemands de 
la Renaissance " (1890) is his chief work. He has since devoted himself to the other 
phases of geography as well. To this period belongs " Regions Naturelles et Noms 
de Pays : Etude sur la Region Parisienne " (1908) and numerous papers. Professor 
GaUois is one of the two editors of the Annates de Geographic, the organ of the 
modern geographic school in France. As a native of Metz he is peculiarly fitted to 
discuss the topic of the present paper. 

Mr. Flaherty is a mining engineer by profession. It was while engaged in iron-ore 
exploration for Sir William Mackenzie, president of the Canadian Northern Railway, 
that the two traverses of Ungava Peninsula were made. During the course of his 
four expeditions, covering a period of six years (1910-16), Mr. Flaherty visited most of 
the Hudson Bay Region and southern Baffin Island. His discovery of the Belcher 
Islands, a group some 5,000 square miles in extent, in a supposedly known section of 
Hudson Bay, was discussed in the June Review. 

Mr. Andrews is Associate Curator of Mammalogy at the American Museum of Natural 
History, New York. In 1912 he conducted a zoological reconnaissance expedition, 
similar to that described in the present article, to the divide region between the Yalu 
and Tumen Rivers on the Korean-Manchurian border. Among his publications are 
two monographs on whales in the Memoirs of the Museum. 

Mr. Thompson is an author and traveler who has spent many years of his life abroad. In 
1914 he was invited by the Spanish and Portuguese Governments to be their guest 
and write of the tourist attractions of the Iberian Peninsula. Last year he visited the 
Arctic, making the journey of nearly twelve thousand miles by the Peace, Slave, and 
Mackenzie Rivers. He has contributed many articles on geographical subjects to 
magazines in the United States and England. He is the author of " Educating the 
Blond Eskimo"; "Fishing in the Arctic and Sub-Arctic"; "To the Arctic in a 
Scow " ; and " The Unofficial Influence of Robert Louis Stevenson versus German 
Intrigue in Samoa." 

Mr. Wallis is an authority on the teaching of geography, on which subject he published 
an important book in 1915. His attention was more especially directed to Austria- 
Hungary while assisting in the compilation of the Royal Geographical Society's emer- 
gency war map of Europe, on which occasion the sheets covering this country were 
allotted to him. In this connection he discussed a new method of mapping density of 
population and distribution of nationalities {Geographical Journal, March, 1916). 
Two articles on the Danube Monarchy by Mr. Wallis have appeared in the Review : 
one on Hungary in December, 1917, and one on Austria in July, 1918. Others of 
his papers deal with the rainfall of the United States and (in the January, 1917, 
Review) the industrial geography of central England.
